♦The  area  comparability  factors  for  use  with  crude  birth  and  death 
rates  contain  adjustments  for  boundary  changes  and  make  allowances 
for  the  way  in  which  the  sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  local 
population  differs  from  that  from  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole.  In 
addition,  the  death  area  comparability  factors  have  been  adjusted 
specifically  to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  any  residential 
institutions  in  each  area.  When  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates 

are  multiplied  by  the  appropriate  area  comparability  factor,  they  are 
comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales  or  with  the 
corresponding  adjusted  rate  for  any  area  for  that  year.

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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1948 


Section  47  -  Removal  to  Suitable  Premises  of 
Persons  in  Need  of  Care  and  Attention 


Under  this  Section  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  having  obtained 
authority  from  the  Council,  can  apply  to  a  Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction 
for  an  Order  for  the  removal  to  a  suitable  place  of  a  person  who  is 
suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease,  or  being  aged,  infirm,  or  physically 
incapacitated,  is  living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  is  not  receiving 
proper  care  and  attention. 

It  was  not  necessary  this  year  to  take  formal  action  under  this 

Act .

HOUSING 


During  the  year  164  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise  and 
at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  243  houses  in  course  of  erection. 

20  Council  Houses  were  completed  during  the  year.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Lutterworth 

The  construction  of  the  new  sewage  works  is  well  advanced;  the 
main  tanks  and  buildings  have  been  constructed  together  with  the  pumping 
station  and  the  building  to  house  the  sludge  drying  equipment.  The 
sewers  from  Bitteswell  and  Misterton  have  been  completed  and  work  on  the 
Misterton  Pumping  Station  is  progressing  satisfactorily.  There  is 
every  reason  to  suppose  that  the  new  scheme  will  be  in  operation  in 
advance  of  the  scheduled  completion  date  in  the  Spring  of  1971. 

Broughton  Astley 

The  newly  extended  Broughton  Astley  works  are  now  fully  operational 
and  the  final  effluent  is  much  improved.  Arrangements  have  been  made 
with  a  private  contractor  for  the  removal  of  the  sludge  from  the  drying 
beds. 

Swinford 

The  new  scheme  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  to  deal  with  the 
whole  village  will  be  completed  shortly.  This  is  a  combined  system 
and  storm  water  and  final  effluent  will  be  subject  to  land  irrigation 
treatment  after  passing  through  the  works. 

Claybrooke 

Investigations  are  being  carried  out  in  the  villages  draining  to 
this  works  prior  to  the  preparation  of  a  scheme  to  extend  the  works 
capacity . 

Kimcote 

A  contract  to  enlarge  the  Kimcote  works  has  been  let  and  work  will 
be  commencing  shortly.  This  will  increase  the  capacity  sufficiently  to 
cope  with  Upper  Bruntingthorpe  when  the  works  serving  the  village  is 
finally  abandoned. 
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Maintenance 


Mr.  B.E.  Lethbridge  joined  the  staff  in  April  of  this  year  and  he 
has  done  a  great  deal  of  work  towards  improving  the  standard  of  maintenance 
at  Sewage  Disposal  Works, 

The  labour  situation  at  Sewage  Disposal  Works  is  still  serious 
although  I  have  been  able  to  obtain  a  few  men  recently, 

COLLECTION  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE 


Following  the  success  of  the  pilot  scheme,  paper  sacks  were  introduced 
in  the  larger  estates  in  Broughton  Astley  and  Lutterworth  together  with 
the  village  of  Peatling  Parva.  There  are  now  1,410  houses  served  in  this 
way. 


The  service  generally  has  improved  during  the  year  and  the  frequency 
of  collection  is  more  regular  than  hitherto. 

An  Eagle  Compressload  refuse  collection  vehicle  was  delivered 
during  the  year.  This  is  a  modern  continuous  loading  vehicle  which  has 
a  high  capacity  in  spite  of  its  low  overall  dimensions. 

The  Gilmorton  Tip  is  almost  full  and  access  to  it  is  now  extremely 
difficult  in  wet  conditions.  It  will  have  to  be  closed  very  shortly. 
There  is  very  little  capacity  left  at  the  Lutterworth  Tip  and  I  am 
hopeful,  that  negotiations  for  tipping  space,  jointly  with  another 
Authority,  will  be  successful. 

CONVERSIONS 


Two  pail  closets  were  converted  to  the  water  carriage  system  during 
the  year. 

MEAT  INSPECTION 

There  are  6  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  in  regular  use 
and  these  are  all  well  maintained.
